Old­ 
er people can perhaps to a cer­ 
tain extent treat their own emer­ 
gencies, but babies and children 
are entirely dependent, to we will 
begin with them. 
Couvultsont are a terrifying 
spectacle in a child and the parents 
almost invariably become panic 
stricken. But the condition is not 
usually as serious as it looks, and 
responds to very simple household 
remedies. In fact, convulsions are 
quite common in childhood. 
The 
newly forming delicate nervous 
system of the child is readily upset 
by causes that would have no ef­ 
fect on the adult. The picture of 
a convulsive seizure can be mis­ 
taken for nothing else—the star­ 
ing eyes, the rigid body shaken by 
spasms, unconsciousness, the con­ 
tortions of the face and rigidity of 
the neck tell the story clearly at 
a glance. 


The commonest cause of convul­ 
sions in children is fever, and a 
fever as high as 108 nearly invari­ 
ably causes a convulsion in a small 
child. Therefore the first thing to 
do after the convulsion is over is 
to take the child's temperature 
and, if it is high, strip off the 
clothes and put the child in a tepid 
bath of PO degrees. A colder or hot­ 
ter bath is dangerous, the cold 
bath contracting the superficial 
blood vessels of the skin and driv­ 
ing the blood to the internal or­ 
gans and thus possibly inducing 
another convulsion. Only w hen no 
fever is present or the bath does 
not calm the muscular irritability 
down should sedatives be given. 
The second commonest cause of 


convulsions in childhood is intes­ 
tinal putrefaction, so an enema ie 
indicated. 
Croap 


Croup, an old fashioned name, 
may be retained to designate a 
combination of hoarseness, bark­ 
ing or rasping cough, spasm of the 
vocal cords so that the breath 
comes and goes with difficulty, 
w ith long drawm crowing or wheez­ 
ing sounds. Because the child usu­ 
ally awakens at night with this 
set of symptoms it makes the sit­ 
uation ai) the more alarming. The 
fear of the parents is always that 
croup is caused by diphtheria, but 
diphtheria is not as frequent as it 
used to be, and if the child has 
had its immunization with diph­ 
theria toxoid it can be eliminated. 
The commonest cause of croup 
is a bronchitis with laryngitis and 
thick, ropy mucus clinging to tha 
vocal cords. The spasm of the mus­ 
cles of the larynx is the thing to 
overcome and this can best be dona 
by inducing vomiting. A teaspoon­ 
ful of syrup of ipecac will do this, 
or, if this is not at hand, give a 
teaspoonful of melted butter, lard 
or olive oil every few minutes. Be­ 
sides this, put a cold compress, 
made by wringing a wash cloth 
out of ©old water, over the region 
of the larynx and hot water inhal­ 
ation, which can be arranged by 
allowing steam from the spout of 
a teakettle to be breathed in. A 
medicament is not necessary with 
this steam, but if one is used, tinc­ 
ture of benzoin thrown on the 
water in the kettle is the best. 


Nose Bleed 
Nose bited—if t note bleed has 
lasted more than IO minutes in 
spite of such simple treatment as 
rest, compression of the nose and 
cold applications to the face, a 
tampon consisting of gauze or cot­ 
ton should be inserted deep in the 
nose. If you get a doctor he will 
probably 
saturate 
the tampon 
with adrenalin, but this is too dan­ 
gerous

By ROY E. DICKEY 
Written tor Central Press 
VAN WERT, O.—I was one of 
2,000 persons, out of some 130 m il­ 
lion in the United States, expected 
to be killed or injured by light­ 
ning this summer, m ost of them 
during July and August. 
Dead persons do not talk, so you 
know th at, miraculously, I am one 
of those able to tell about m y ex­ 
perience. I do not know how lucky 
I was because I have been unable 
to learn what percentage of those 
persons struck are killed. 
But out of the num ber of cases 
I have been told about, locally, It 
appears th a t far more persons live 
than are killed, and a far g reater 
num ber only given a m inor shock 
than receive serious injuries. 
I have also learned through my 
own research, interview s w ith oth­ 
ers struck and living, th a t your 
chances of recovering from the 
afte r effects are g reater if you are 
young than if you are up in years. 
I know a man over 60, who, after 
six years, still ha? the sam e aches, 
pains and other physical sensations 
th a t I do after only a few weeks 
from the time I was struck. 
Ju st w hat are the n ature of these 
a fte r effects and w hat treatm en t 
m ight be helpful the m edical pro­ 
fession does not seem to know. 
They say too few persons have 
been struck by lightning and lived 
for doctors to find out, and offer 
only time as a possible healer. They 
guess th a t the tissue, nerve sheaths 
and possibly even the bone m arrow 
are injured.

Close friends of W inston C hurch­ 
ill reveal th a t the key to his m ost 
im portant moves is his ancestor, 
the Duke of M arlborough, founder 
of the Churchill dynasty. The men 
Churchill chooses for Im portant 
posts, his politics of em pire 
all 
are influenced by studying the life 
of M arlborough. 
Lord Halifax, for instance, will 
never have to leave his post as 
British am bassador to W ashington 
as long as Churchill is prim e m in­ 
ister. for H alifax s ancestor once 
saved the D uke of M arlborough 
from jail. 
Likewise, C hurchill's friendship 
for Sir A lexander C adogan and the

back to the ta c t th a t C adogan's 
ancestor was chief of sta ff to the 
Duke of M arlborough when M arl­ 
borough invaded Ireland in 1690. !

“T hroughout the 
ten cam paigns, he wa* pot only i 
quarterm aster general, but w hat |

and officer of high rank who knew* 
the com m ander-in-chief s mind and 
his plans and could observe the en­ 
emy through his eyes.

“He shared M arlborough's fall, 
refusing to sep arate him self ‘from 
the g re a t m an to whom I am under 


such infinite obligation^, I would

M arlborough w as suspected of 
treason for com m unicating w ith 
the exiled King Jam es and w as 
throw n into the London Tower by 
King W illiam of Orange, C hun hill 
tells in his book how, a fte r M arl­ 
borough had been in prison six 
weeks, Lord H alifax "did not fail 
him " and secured his release afte r 
p u tting up bail of 6,000 pounds 
Today, Churchill will never fail 
the present Lord Halifax.

The Duke of M arlborough, 
who fought the B attle of Blenheim 
ag ain st the French, is considered 
one of E ngland's g reatest soldiers 
Som ew hat like W inston Churchill, 
he is described as having “held to ­ 
gether for years an arm y draw n 
from

dom."
